QSL card (together with additional @SLs: 
ASIPN, XZ2TH, YA2HWI/1!, 4WIAF, and 
5A3T@) and the letter printed below fros 
John Harris, WOMUM. 


Dear George: 

I’m enclosing photostats of some of 
the rare DX which was available in the 
days of yore, ost of which are no 
longer available on the DX bands. Most 
of these are what one would tere 
"exotic" nowadays, and if any one of 
these appeared on the ham bands today 
there would ensue one of the aos 
horrendous pile-ups of all time! 

There is no need to mention the 


rarity of such places as Albania, 
Afghanistan, Bhutan, Libya, Burma, and 
Yernen in DXCC lists nowadays; they 


siaple aren’t available anymore, and it 
is very doubtful if et will pear, 
again in the foreseeable future. But it 
brings back fond memories when one 
reminisces on the circumstances that led 
to the attainment of these rare 
contacts. 

Frank Turek (DL7FT) and three other 
German operators @ade one of those rare 
ventures to Albania in June of 1971 and 
succeeded in giving some rare Q@SLs to 
those who perservered. Strangely 
enough, ZA2PRS was coming through on the 
long path over New Zealand that night in 
June, and I don’t think aany were aware 
of the correct beam heading. I quickly

rotated ay THSDX tri-bander down that 
way and gave three calls, and ZAZ2PRS 
came back to me. I called Gene Dvorak, 
WOTZD, on the land-line, since that was 
the only country he still needed, and 
Gene got on and sade the contact just 
after ae. Both contacts were on 20 
aeter CW, at 0427 GMT. 

Afghanistan was one of the aost 
difficult af the rare ones, as far as I 
was concerned, Peyton Lager, YA2HWI/I, 
was in Kabul, where he was working as a 
school instructor over there. He would 
work the SIS on 20 ameter CW in 
1970. After an hour or so, he would say 
"Well, I have to ga QRT now and go 
across the river fo teach school.” Ay 
buddy. KOZIF, was otal YAZHWI with no 
difficulty, using only a vertical 
antenna, and I guess his low angle of 
radiation was doing the job. It was 
several weeks before I contacted YAZHW! 
with ay iy; ; 

Tun, X22TH, was quite consistent on 
15 meter CW back in 1958, when Burea 
really counted on the bxcc roll, and 
that great sunspot pias also produced 
JTIBA and his XYL, JTIYL, from Mongolia, 
when Zone 23 was very auch in demand. 
That was a fabulous sunspot cycle, back 
in 1958, and we worked DX around the 
clock in those years! 

Pradhan, ASIPN, froa Bhutan was a 
auch sought after rare one ten or eleven 
years ago on 20 meter CW. He used to

1. Find propagation index associated with particular 
band opening from Propagation Charts appearing on 
the following pages. 


2. With the propagation index, use the above table to find 
the expected signal quality associated with the band 
opening for any. day of the month. For example, an 
opening shown In the charts with a propagation index 
of 3 will be good-to-fair (B-C) on June ist, excellent 
(A) on the 2nd, good (B) on the 3rd and 4th, fair-to-poor 


(C-D) on the 5th, etc.

Repeater Chairaan Cleyon Yowell, 
ADOP, made a repeater status report at 
the SCDXC Board of Directors meeting on 
Hay 31. The highlights of this report 
are given below. 

Abel Montes, NOENL, took the 
repeater down from the mountain top 
location on May 25 to add a preamplifier 
and make changes to the PL and control 
circuits. The repeater is expected to 
be back on the air on wea June 3. 

There is an intermodulation 
interference er oe still under 
investigation. It aay be necessary to 
operate the repeater on PL from tiae to 
time until this interference problea can 
be solved.
